Wins  First  Game 
Easily  39-0 

The  Big  Red  of  Montgomery 
Bell  Academy  set  their  season  off 
to  a good  start  on  Friday,  Sept. 
10.  by  walloping  the  Grey  Eagles 
of  East  High,  39-0  at  Frank  An- 
drews field.  Jack  Herbert  and 
Pete  Thompson  spearheaded  the 
Maroon’s  offense  while  Billy 
Smith  was  outstanding  in  this 
field  for  East.
